Even the interest 
would have to be reinvested abroad, 
and so cumulate the 
evil,

there is a balance of trade to pay it 
in European goods. There is no way 
to pay debts in 
dollars, 
without 
first getting those dollars, or 
the 
credit for them, in the only coun­ 
try where they exist.

INCE this argum ent applies to 
both sorts of obligations, and no 
body proposes to cancel the private 
ones, it does not necessarily follow 
th at we m ust cancel

debts. But it does mean th a t we 
m ust face the facts. And the fact is 
th at we can not eat our cake and 
have it. We can not get our pay In 
money unless we first take

In

Machines and Tools Used 
That Cut Exactly, with 
No Room for Error 


This I» th* fifth «f • m Hm of 
•rtieloo on “How tho Modern Auto» 
mobile ie Made."—Editor.

The greatest exactitude demand' 
ed in the construction of the auto­ 
mobile is in the production of the 
moving parts. 
Machines are employed and tools 
used that cut to the exact m eas­ 
urement, leaving no room for hu­ 
man error. 
The machines range 
from the heavy, cumbersome drill­ 
ing and milling operators to such 
fine and precise lathes and grind­ 
ing instrum ents that diamonds have 
to be used as cutting surfaces. 
Only the setting of the machin­ 
ery is left to man. The rest of the 
operation needs only his supervision 
and the work of replacing pieces 
as each is completed. 
Mechanical Hand's 
The aluminum crankcase and the 
gray iron cylinder block, coming 
from the foundry, meet a battery of 
giant milling and drilling machines 
in their first course through the 
factory. Each is handled as a work­ 
man would handle a toy a t a 
lathe., 
They are cut down to else. The 
The holes are bored out smooth and 
ground smoother. They are twisted 
and turned by powerful mechanical 
hands as they go through these op­ 
erations. 
Finally they are set into a drilling 
machine, where as many drills as 
there are holes to be made in eaçh 
part cut out these holes within a 
few seconds. 
In grinding and boring, machines 
work in baths of lard oil and water, 
and in some cases of pure oil, to 
cool the surfaces of the tools and 
of the metal th at is being cut. 
The used oil runs to a tank un­ 
derground, is cleaned of im puri­ 
ties and brought back for further 
use. 
The finer operations in the auto­ 
mobile plant are in the m anufacture 
of the parts that go into the crank­ 
case and cylinder block assembly 
—the crankshaft, the camshaft, the 
pistons, piston rods, wrist pins and 
valves. 
From Forgo to Lath# 
The crankcase, camshaft and pis­ 
ton or connecting rods are drop 
forgings 
of 
tough 
steel, forged 
roughly under heat into their pe­ 
culiar shapes by an electric or a 
steam drop hammer. 
The other parts are castings or 
cuttings of steel or a hard alloy of 
steel and chrominum, or of nickel 
and gray iron, to give them tough­ 
ness and rigidity in use. 
The forged 
piece is first 
cut 
roughly down to size. 
Then the 
precision machines take hold. 
A bushing or bearing of babbitt 
metal is forced under great heat 
into the brass bearing surfaces of 
the connecting rod, for instance. 
After it is trimmed down it is tak­ 
en to a machine that has a diamond 
for a cutting tool. 
This diamond 
cuts down the inner surface of the 
bearing so finely that no vibration 
from the true can be detected. 
Diamond for Fine Work 
This is one of the many opera­ 
tions in which diamonds are need­ 
ed for their extreme hardness to 
cut the finest and smoothest of sur­ 
faces obtainable. 
Crankcase bear­ 
ings are cut similarly by a group 
of diamonds set in a case of copper 
and fuse metal to hold them firm ­ 
ly in place. These are mostly black,

Orange county Jumped from tenth 
place a year ago to

of new passenger and commercial 
cars toward m eeting last year's 
total, which was one of the most 
remarkable sales record ever en­ 
joyed in this state.

FOLL SUPPORT 
OF A O I CLUB 


Lovers of Outdoors Heavy 
Losers When Fires Sweep 
Through Wooded Areas 


SIMPLE RULES 
ARE SUGGESTED 


Never Throw Lighted Cigar 
Or Cigarette Away Be­ 
fore Extinguishing Fire 


No other class of citizens Is more 
interested in American Forest week, 
April 24 to 30, than are the mo­ 
torists of this state, according to 
officials of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California. 
During the entire year touring Is 
not only possible but enjoyable in 
the millions of acres of national 
forests that are included in 18 great 
reserves in alm ost all sections of 
the state. 
The present pleasure 
and future enjoyment of motorists 
are dependent upon keeping these 
free from destructive fires and in 
seeing th at devastated 
areas are 
properly replanted. 
Lovers of the outdoors are heavy 
losers when fires sweep through 
these great forests and watersheds. 
The nesting grounds of quail and 
other game birds 
are 
destroyed, 
with the eggs and young. 
Forage 
for large game is ruined so that 
the animals starve to death. When 
the browsing grounds are burned 
over, the future feed is years 
in 
coming back so that in the m ean­ 
time the game m ust migrate or 
starve. 
Fishing in stream s also is spoiled 
by forest 
fires. 
Clear w ater 
is 
needed for trout 
and 
when the 
mountain brooks become foul and 
polluted with ashes, debris a od 
charred wood, the sport is ended 
for the angler. 
The records show that 90 per 
cent of the forest fires are caused 
by human beings and the m ajor­ 
ity of the 90 per cent are pure care­ 
lessness or ignorance. 
Fire is the 
greatest enemy of the forest and 
the annual damage causes an a n ­ 
nual loss of some $20,000,000.. This 
is exclusive of the damage to young 
growth, w ater sheds and recrea­ 
tional 
facilities. 
Some 
15,000,000 
acres is swept by flames annually, 
most of which is forest land and 
most of which could have been sav­ 
ed had it ro t been for the careless­ 
ness of man. 
In view of their value In preserv­ 
ing the forests, a few simple rules 
of the forest are called to atten ­ 
tion by the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, which is urg­ 
ing special vigilance on the part of 
its members to prevent forest fires 
and to do all in their power to pre­ 
serve the forests:

Rainbow Bridge, the scenic won­ 
der of southern Utah, located near 
the Arizona border, will bs the 
mecca for many adventurous mo­ 
tor vacationists this year, accord­ 
ing to reports received from the 
touring departm ent of the National 
Automobile club. 
Motorists from tb s Pacific coast 
will find the best route to this 
arch of gigantic proportions, carved 
from 
aandstone 
by 
erosion, 
to 
lie over the National Old Trails 
highway, now In good condition. 
to either Williams or Maine sta ­ 
tion, thence to the aw e-inspiring 
Grand 
Canyon, 
apd 
eastward 
through Cameron and on up to 
Rainbow Lodge. 
From 
the Lodge the arch 
Is 
reached by a 15-mile horseback 
trip. 
The route is replete with 
fascinating 
sights. 
F irst, 
the 
unique trading post at Cameron 
is 
visited, 
then 
the 
route 
lies 
through the famous Painted Desert 
with 
its queer rock formations, 
known 
as 
"petrified 
pum pkins” 
and colorful rocks and sands. 
The j 
road then lies through Moencopi. 
a village of the Hopi Indians who 
are known as the “Peaceful Peo­ 
ple of the Desert.” 
Their gardens 
and fields located among the Band 
dunes attest their skill In ag ri­ 
culture. 
A few miles farther on a t Tuba 
City is located the W estern N ava­ 
jo Indian agency where the U. S. 
government maintains a school for 
the education of the Indians. Leav­ 
ing 
this 
point the road 
winds 
through stretches of sand and val­ 
leys 
to 
another 
Indian 
trading 
post, Red Lake. 
Good hotel ac­ 
commodations are available a t both 
Cameron and Red Lake. 
A couple of miles out of Red 
Lake are located the unique Ele­ 
phant Feet Rocks and shortly be­ 
yond that point the new Rainbow 
Train begins, a 60-mile stretch of 
road which was surveyed by the 
Indians, using their own peculiar 
engineering methods. 
Tw enty-five 
miles beyond Red Lake and seven 
miles to the left from the main 
road are located the Inscription 
House Ruins, consisting of about 
48 rooms, one quarter of which are 
in fair to good condition. 
There is no record of any white 
man having visited the Rainbow 
Bridge previous to 1909 when a 
Pahute named Noscha Bigay led 
a small band of explorers over the 
«Mppery rocks and canyons w ith­ 
out trails to this masterpiece of 
rock formation. 
Composed of red 
sandstone of various shades, set 
in a canyon whose walls ars of 
tan, brown and gray sandstone, 
and rising to a height of 308 feet 
at the center, this arch is truly 
a sight never to be forgotten. 
It 
closely rivals the Grand Canyon 
for splendor and awesomeness. It 
has a span of 274 feet and is ap­ 
proximately 35 feet wide at the 
top—the largest natural arch In 
the world. 
Nearby rises an im ­ 
mense pile of rocks, built up by 
pilgrims 
to this 
masterpiece of 
Nature who have deposited a rock 
at this shrine while m urm uring 
prayers to the Mighty Sculptor.

dress, which means nothing to the 
tax office. 
And Lamb again begged taxpay­ 
ers not to write or telephone to his 
office, after sending in their pay­ 
ments, to see w hether the pay­ 
ments were received, or to inquire 
about a receipt. 
His office would

The Fairies Passing

Once upon a time a poor woodchopper had seven sons.

One of those sons had a terrible time in the clutches of a wicked 
sorcerer, who also had enthralled a beautiful princess. 
But a good 
fairy or a kindly gnome or one of those friendly little people inter­ 
posed. You ancients recall how it was. 
The poor young man, with 
the fairy’s help, slew the sorcerer, married the maiden and reigned 
over half her father’s kingdom. 
Please don’t laugh, you skeptical younger generation. 
It is 
true, every word of it. 
But of course, it happened far across the 
lea. We don’t have princesses in this country, nor poor woodchop­ 
p e r and alas, we don’t have fairies.

SCIENCE PROVES MEAT IS EXC ELL ENT FOOD 
A vegetarian has the peculiar notion th a t anim al 
foods are harm ful to the hum an body, disregarding 
the fact th a t anim al foods have been the diet of 
m an since the earliest tim es and disregarding also 
th at which chem istry, physiology and anatom y have 
shown relative to the nature of the hum an body. 
As pointed out by Dr. Jesse F. W illiam s, if one is 
consistent in his vegetarianism , he wall have to live 
on air alone, for even plants have life and derive 
much of their life from living organism s. 
The vegetarians are not intellectually honest, since 
they use eggs, m ilk and cheese to supplem ent their 
vegetarian diet of nuts, cereals and vegetables. 
Attacks have been m ade repeatedly on the use 
of m eat on the ground of its possible harm fulness 
because of bacteria th a t it m ay contain, because 
of possible difficulties of digestion, and for other 
equally unsatisfactory reasons. 
M eat inspection 
serves largely to rule out such sam ples as are u n ­ 
fit for food. 
Proper cooking wMll destroy bacteria, and will dis­ 
pose of parasites like the trichinae which are oc­ 
casionally present in spoiled pork. 
The m ost recent investigations indicate th a t m eat 
is valuable not only for its iron content, but also 
for its content of vitam ins having relation to the a b ­ 
sorption of iron by the body. 
A nother group of food faddists urge th e eating of 
raw food only. 
Cooking of vegetables in large 
quantities of w ater tends to ex tract from them 
im portant salts. 
M eat m ay be boiled to absolute 
fiber so th a t the soup m ade from it contains alm ost 
tvervthing th a t is w orth while. 
Som etim es certain vitam ins are destroyed by over 
heating, b u t in general food requires cooking to 
to 
destroy 
contam inated 
bacteria 
There is not the slightest Justification for the raw 
food fad. 
Som e of the grasses and leafy vegetables, 
such as spinach, w atercress, 
lettuce 
and 
parsley 
have an im p o rtan t place in the hum an diet, b ut m an 
was not m ade to live on g rass alone any m ore than 
upon m e rt alone. 
A well balanced diet containing 
some of all of the different food substances that 
are available for m an is th e b est diet for bim .
